The whole of those forming 
tho back wall of the square had fallen; not 
merely injured but utterly destroyed,—a 
shapeless mass of timber andmud, Here we 
came to some of the injured, The first was 
moran with a broken spine ; the next had 
his head crushed, Around them, their re- 
latives were’ quietly sorrowing, . Thon we 
came to some dead. bodies laid out... Again 
{o some more injured. Many wore. still 
being dug from tho débris, but as the min- 
utes passed fewer and fewer came cit alive, 
Tho wounded were being attended to, and 
those who reqnired special’ treatmont’ were 
being sent to tho city hospital. Dr. Lealry, 
having placed his services at. the disponl.of 
the Governor, was given chargd of all the 
atranyements, .
